Troops 
D isarm ing the Boom ers— 
Arrival o f the E nglish M inister— 
M urat H alstead 111.

T h e M ecca o f A m e ric a —T h ro w n O p en fo r 
S e ttle rs T o -d a y . 
C h ica g o , A pril 21st.—A 
Times special 
from Purcell, In d ian T erritory, concerning 
th e final invasion of O klahom a, says: F in al 
preparations were m ade to day for an ex­ 
odus w hich begins to-m orrow . 
W agons 
w ere overhauled, supplies purchased and 
guns and tools given a carernl inspection. 
T he day was lovely, bu t there was uo sug­ 
gestion of S unday in th e street scenes. 
F ro m th e h ill overlooking th e beautiful 
valley the soft-toned bell called those re­ 
ligiously inclined to w orship in th e C atholic 
M ission of St. A ugustine. 
In th e tow n it­ 
self there are tw o insignificant church 
structures, bu t they are not centers of at­ 
traction to-day. 
T he suprem e m om ent is 
so uear at h au d th at thousands w ho have 
spent w eary m onths in w aiting can h ard ly 
contain them selves. 
A t 8 o'clock this 
m orning the public square contained a 
large assem blage, and by 10 o’clock the 
throng had sw elled to such an extent th at 
m oving about was exceedingly difficult. 
Several prom inent m en w ere induced to 
m ount an im provised platform aud h a ­ 
rangue the crowd on the great issue of th e 
day. 
ju d g e Green, of K entucky, spoke for 
hall ah hour. 
The people w anted light on 
the tew nsite, school land and other ques­ 
tions connected w ith th e opening o f O kla­ 
hom a. 
H e discussed 
it w ith 
apparent 
know ledge o f th e situation. 
T he Judge is 
charged by m any w ith being m ixed up in 
tow nsite schem es, and is not, therefore, 
deem ed above giving advice w hich, if fol­ 
lowed, w ould result to his personal ad­ 
vantage. 
H e and others were surprised to 
discover th is m orning 
placards 
pasted 
about tow n bearing this inscription, re­ 
garding th e late order m ade at a regular 
m eeting of th e O klahom a Legion: 
Tlceolvtd, That we again pledge ourselves to 
protect our brother m em bers in th eir loug-re- 
sjiected rights on selected claim s, and th at all 
tow nsite-sharks and claim -ium pers 
shall be 
dealt w ith in a sum m ary m anner. 
ISigned.] 
Oklahoma Legion. 
A s th e tow n is full of the gentry referred 
to in the notice, m uch uneasiness" has been 
caused. 
T here has been an y n u m b er of 
attem pts to discredit the existence of the 
O klahom a Legion, b ut th a t it does exist 
and w ill wield a trem endous p o w er in the 
n ear future is conceded by m any. 
T o-night in 1‘urcell th e strain on the 
w aiting thousands of boom ers seem ed a l­ 
m ost unbearable. 
T he situation in Purcell 
tells th e story for th e southern border of 
O klahom a, of w hich P urcell is on the edge. 
A long the entire no rth line of “ th e prom ­ 
ised land ” th e latest advices show th at the 
conditions there to-night are even m ore 
exciting th an in th e south. 
It is estim ated 
th at on th e no rth side of O klahom a to­ 
night over 30,000 people are encam ped in 
th e darkness, w aiting for to-m orrow 's per­ 
m ission to go up and possess th e land. 


ONLY A B E G IN N IN G . 


O th e r P o rtio n s o f I n d ia n T e rr ito ry to b e 
T h ro w n O p en to S e ttle rs . 
S pringfield (111.). A pril 21st.—W illiam 
M. Springer, C hairm an of th e C om m ittee 
on T erritories of th e N ational H ouse of 
R epresentatives and th e a u th o r of the orig­ 
in al O klahom a bill, has returned to his 
hom e in th is city, m uch elated at the 
success o f th e party of w hich h e was 
leader 
in 
succeeding 
after 
so 
m any 
years in having O klahom a lands opened up 
to settlers. Springer is gratified rath er th an 
em barrassed at th e excess of im m igration 
in to the O klahom a country, an d does not 
share th e apprehensions so generally in ­ 
dulged in regarding probable law lessness 
and bloodshed over the disputed lands. 
“ W hat effect w ill th is m ovem ent, in your 
opinion, have on th e Southw est in gen­ 
eral," was asked. 
" I have alw ays contended,” replied Mr. 
Springer, ’ th at th e settlem ent of O klahom a 
w ould be a m atter o f great public interest, 
an d th at a great population w ould set in 
soon after law ful entry could be m ade, and 
from w hat I see in th e new spapers m y 
m ost sanguine expectations are m ore th an 
realized.” 
T here are twice as m any persons going 
in at th e beginning as I had expected, and 
th e interest m anilested is m ore universal 
th an I had ever supposed it w ould be. 
O pening O klahom a is to-day th e m ost 
absorbing topic before th e A m erican people, 
and it has becom e a great national event. 
Its im portance is now scarcely realized. 
It is th e beginning o f a m ovem ent of popu­ 
lation of th e southw est w hich w ill continue 
for years to come. 
is of m uch m ore im portance th an was 
the jiiscovery of gold in C alifornia, and 
will have m uch greater and m ore far- 
reaching 
consequences. 
I t 
m akes no 
difference to the country at large w hether 
Jo h n Doe or R ichard Roe m ay occupy a 
particular qu arter section, th e successful 
applicant has only to w ait a short tim e, 
possibly only a few weeks, w hen other 
portions of th e territory w ill be open to 
settlem ent. 
If th e Com m ission 
appointed by the 
President m eets w ith its anticipated suc­ 
cess, the Cherokee outlet, containing over 
6,000,000 acres of iand, w ill, in a few weeks 
or m onths, and w ithout additional legisla­ 
tion, be opened up to settlem ent u n d er the 
sam e term s as the land now being occu­ 
pied. 
T he strip of land is nearly 200 m iles 
long and 04 m iles wide, o r three tim es 
larger th an O klahom a proper. 
A part of th e Sem iuole aud Creek p u r­ 
chase, west of the 98th degree of longitude 
and n o rth of th e C anadian river, contains 
aDout tw o m illion acres, will also be opened 
up at an early day.

TR O U B L E W IT H SPECULATO RS. 


T h ey AU E x p ect to G et R ich in m V ery

P u r c e l l , A pril 21st.— Despite th e orders 
relating to tow nsite associations, th e re are 
already outcroppings ot bad blood am ong 
those speculators w ho have been dream ing 
of w ealth to be found in cities founded by 
them . 
In Purcell rival com panies for the 
sam e site across th e river, know n by one as 
L exington and by th e o th er as E ast P u r­ 
cell, yesterday spread broadcast th eir bills. 
Last night they issued incendiary dodgers 
headed, “ D efend your rights w ith rifles if 
necessary.” 
It was not long u n til a little bill, ad ­ 
dressed to th e m em bers of th e O klahom a 
League, was posted up w arning m em bers, 
" b y order of th e League,” to prepare to 
hold claim s and tow n sites selected and 
staked out by them . 
T his m oniing there w eie signs of prepa­ 
ration, and m ore firearm s w ere to be seen 
th an on any day heretofore. 
Tw o troops 
of 
cavalry 
were 
ordered 
to 
Purcell. 
T hey 
arrived 
about 
noon 
and 
will 
probably 
prevent 
an y 
actual 
o u t­ 
break. 
T he streets and hillsides of th at 
tow n are covered w ith m en, four fifths of 
w hom are speculators, determ ined to en­ 
rich them selves w ithin the n ext tw o days. 
It is possible th a t th e presence of th e troops 
w ill overaw e those inclined to violence, 
but th is is now p artly expected. 
T here is 
loud com plaint th at m any of th e D eputy 
M arshals 
now 
in 
th e T erritory 
are 
only using th eir position for th e benefit of 
th e Tow n-site C om pany, or them selves. 


A n AU N igh t F ig h t. 
8t . L oris, April 21st.—The Republican's 
W ichita, Kans., special says: The first train 
south on the Santa Fe consisted o f fifteen 
coaches, arrived to-day, and there was not 
standing room in the coaches. 
The people 
filled the spaces between the cars and 
crowded the 
steps. 
One 
enterprising 
boomer rode in on the cowcatcher. 
There 
were about 1,400 people on the train. The 
arrivals to-day numbered at least 5,000. Of 
this num oer about one third went south to 


reach the line of Oklahom a in order to be 
ready for the word “Go.”

T he railroad officials are greatly w orried 
over th e prospects of m oving so m any 
people to-m orrow . 
Side tracks are filled 
w ith fiat cars, cattle cars and gravel trains 
are also in collection, none of w hich w ill 
be below dem and. 
E v erything on w heels 
w ill be utilized if necessary. 
T hieves are busy at w ork on th e trains 
and m any a poor boom er has been fieeced 
o f his a ll. 
T he Cro3cent Tow n Site Com ­ 
pan y w ith m ost of its m em bers from Iow a 
had a representative on each train this 
m orning, in th e interest of th e schem e. 
A bout 20,000 boom ers listened to a ser­ 
m on th is m orning delivered by a preacher 
from K ansas. 
T o-night th e people are pre­ 
pared to enter th e prom ised lan d along the 
line. 
Jo h n M urphy, a m em ber of th e Im ­ 
provem ent Com pany, m et Jo h n H erton, a 
m em ber of th e League, at tw o o'clock this 
m orning, and a quarrel ensued.

TH E N IPSIC AFLOAT. 
T h e second com m unication, dated M arch 
21st, says : 
The Nipsie w as got oil' last night, and is now 
afloat w ithout rudder or rudder-post 
H er crew 
is engaged in trying to get up her chains. The 
1 reuton is sunk, the w ater com ing over the port 
side 01 the gua-deck at high water. I think tier 
back is broken, she m ight possibly be freed 
from w ater if we h ad tne proper appliances 
Iiowerful steam pum ps, etc. She has no rudder 
rudder-post or propeller, and lies w ith her deck 
slightly inclined seaw ard. She lies alongside 
of the wreck of the V andalia, which is to the 
shorew ard of her. T he latter vessel is a total 
wreck. She is broken in two, and at high tide 
the w ater rises over h er topgallant forecastle. 
Only the forem ast is standing. 
We are engaged in securing moorings for the 
Nipsie and in w recking the Trenton and V an­ 
dalia. A great deal of w hat we save m ight be 
sold at public auction to save the expense of 
storing and transportation. 
Our sick and in­ 
jured are doing well. 
It would be well, perhaps, to send a w recking 
vessel here later in the season to save the T ren­ 
ton's heavy guns, am m unition, etc. 
I have received from Captain H enry C. K ane 
ot the Royal Navy a diving suit and apparatus, 
and w ill use it for all it is w orth, but we ought 
to have another in case of accident to this. 
1 hope th at the departm ent w ill not forget 
Captain K ane’s kindness to us in our distress 
He com m ands H. B. M. 9. Calliope, which ves­ 
sel had but one boat. 1 gave to her one of our 
ten-oared cutters, but he did not consider it 
sale to lie here at this season of the vear. She 
sailed this m orning for Sydaey where she w ill 
be repaired. She was considerably dam aged by 
the Olga colliding w ith her. 
Almost every vessel was 
at one tim e or 
another in collision with some other vessel, and 
a great deal of dam age th at occurred w as owing 
to this cause. 
if I can save th e Nipsie, w hich can be done if 
w eather will jierm it, I w ill send her under con­ 
voy to A uckland to be docked and repaired. 
Another ship should be sent here for the pur­ 
pose 01 convoying her, as the risk w ith the im ­ 
provised rudder is too great to send her there 
alone. 
I have still to learn of the condition of 
her m achinery and propeller, but shall be in ­ 
form ed in the course 01 a few davs.

A dm iral K im b erly ’s official report is 
quite volum inous.

T he A dm iral says th at the indications of 
bad w eather appeared d uring the forenoon 
of F riday, M arch 15th, and at 1 o’clock he 
com m enced preparing to m eet th e gale by 
sending dow n the low er yards, housing 
topm asts, lighting fires anil raising steam . 
H e refers to the fact th at m ost of the w ater 
cam e into th e flagship through th e hawse- 
pipes. 
T he A dm iral says th at all efforts to 
prevent th is failed, ow ing to th e force of 
th e waves driving out everything used to 
stop them . 
T he A dm iral gives a list of th e 
dead and then c o n tin u es: 
“ D uring th e entire tim e C aptain F a r­ 
q u h ar show ed great care and good ju d g ­ 
m ent in h andling th e ship through th e ter­ 
rific gale, and never left the bridge. 
H e 
was ably seconded by his executive and 
navigating officers, w ho did all in th eir 
pow er to save th e ship. 
In fact, as far as I 
could observe, all th e officers behaved ex­ 
trem ely w ell u n d er th e trying circum ­ 
stances. and perform ed th eir "duties cheer­ 
fully. effectively, and as well as could be 
desired. 
T his disaster is to be classified 
am ong the incidents and accidents insepar­ 
able from th e prosecution of duty in the 
naval service. 
Its m agnitude, how ever, 
gives it a distinguishing feature w hich, 
fortunately, th e service is rarely com pelled 
to w itness. 
Captain F arq u h a r 
has de­ 
m anded a court of inquiry. 
No disinter­ 
ested officers are available here. I therefore 
respectfully refer th e entire m atter to the 
departm ent, and if a fu rth er investigation 
is deem ed necessary I should be pleased to 
have a court of in q u iry ordered.”

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A t noon to-<iay the rush over the bor­ 
der into the Oklohoma reserve to be 
opened, will begin.

The struggle for place among 
these nervous, anxious people must result 
in conflicts. 
W e are expecting a great 
deal more from hnm an nature than we are 
justified in looking for if we anticipate 
only harmless “ rushes” for locations, and 
no contests that will involve blood and life 
sacrifice. 
Hut speculation is idle now, as 
we wilt know just w hat has taken place 
w ithin the next few hours. 
The district 
to be entered is small, the news facilities 
are good, and we will not have long to 
w ait for the story of the march. 
Those 
who wish to ascertain the locality and 
bounds of the region that excites so much 
interest, can easily trace it in an ordi­ 
nary atlas. 
Open at the map of the 
Indian Territory and fix upon a starting 
poiut on the 100th degree of longitude, 
west from W ashington, teu miles north of 
the intersection of that line w ith the .'Kith 
degree of latitude north. 
Then run a line 
due east to a point just twenty miles east 
of the 97tli degree of longitude, and then 
south to the North Fork of the Canadian 
river, and southwest along th a t stream to 
the 97th degree of longitude, then south 
to the Canadian river proper; then west­ 
erly, with 
tire 
meanderings 
of 
th at 
stream, to the 100th degree of longi­ 
tude, and then along it to the point 
of beginning. 
This territory was ac­ 
quired from the Indian tribes heretofore 
having it in possession, at a cost to our 
Government of *1 25 an acre. 
The con­ 
firmation of the cession was not made by 
the last of the tribes until the m iddle of 
M arch, whereupon the President issued his 
proclamation throwing the lands of the 
district described open to settlem ent on 
and after noon to-day. 
Accounts of the 
desirability of the lands dlfler widely, but 
the burden of the testimony is th a t the 
great mass of them are 
arable, well 
watered, fine for gras-, and th at they are 
well sheltered and not subject to blizzards, 
extrem e cold or excessive heat. 
These 
conditions make it a very inviting land to 
the people of Kansas, and of the W est and 
Northwest, but it is difficult to understand 
why the people of Texas should find the 
new region more attractive than the many 
favored sections of their own Slate. 
The 
Government Commission is now in Indian 
Territory negotiating for the purchase of 
ti,000,000 acres in addition to the 3,000,000 
embraced in the section described above, 
and an Act of Congress has already been 
passed enabling such an acquisition to lie 
made. 
It is probable, therefore, despite 
the opposition of the “ cattle m en” to the 
new purchase, th at it will be effected, and 
the “ boomers” who must suffer disap­ 
pointm ent in to-day's m arch and entry— 
since there is as yet land for only one- 
tenth of them— will lie given a new op­ 
portunity in Indian Territory before the 
close of the vear. 


T h e proper estim ate to form of Seere. 
tary W anam aker is that, if he has been 
a party to sending out business letters to 
Postmasters, he will frankly adm it the 
charge and tender his resignation. 
But 
so far as he has made expression at all, it 
has been one of em phatic denial either of 
intention or of knowledge of the circulars 
over which the Democratic press is at­ 
tem pting to create so much excitement.

EASTER SUNDAY. 


Lessons Taught b y the Savior's Res­ 
urrection From the Tomb— 
Easter Roses, Etc. 


Y esterday w as th e anniversary of an 
event dear to th e h e art of every tru e 
C hristian, n o m etter in w hat part of the 
globe he m ay be, no r how u n h ap p y his lot 
in life. 
To th e faith fu l—those w ho bear 
alw ays in th eir m in d s an d hearts m em ories 
of th e sufferings aDd sacrifices of th e Son 
of God— E aster S unday is a day of b rig h t­ 
ness an d joy. 
I t recalls an event in the 
early daw n of th e C hristian era, w hen 
C hrist baffled h is enem ies by discarding 
th e panoply of th e grave and ascending to 
heaven, to sit at th e rig h t h and of God, the 
F ath er. 
If th is m em orable occasion can 
bring gladness to the heart of th e C hristian 
whose line3 have not been cast in pleasant 
places—w ho suffers benpa’.h 
the spirit- 
crushing oppression of ty ran ts—how m uch 
greater m ust be th e happiness of those 
who enjoy th e blessings of citizenship u n ­ 
der th e free skies of A m erica.

vored portion o f th e land w ho aw oke 
yesterday m o rn in g to th e realization o f a 
perfect day. 
T h e balm y air was tilled w ith 
th e odor o f th e how ers th at m ade radiant 
w ith th eir hues th e gardens o f th is city of 
hom es, and the people looked happy and 
devout as they flocked into th e several 
churches to listen to ttie special Easter 
services. Tfie churches also bore a brighter 
and m ore cheerful aspect th an on ordinary 
occasions, the altars and pulpits being 
beautifully and liberally decorated w ith 
th e choicest flowers that could be gailiered. 
A lm ost every place of w orship in th e city 
was thronged at both m o rn in g and even­ 
ing services, and th e discourses—a ll relat­ 
ing to th e ascension of th e Savior— were 
unusually in teresting.

exercises in m an y of th e churches : 


s t . P a u l ' s c h u r c h . 


St. P au l's C hurch was filled to overflow­ 
ing yesterday at all th e services. 
One 
hundred an d seventy-five additional chairs 
were placed in all th e aisles, an d yet m any 
could not gain adm ittance to th e edifice. 
In addition to th e elegant new frescoing 
an d th e m agnificent new w indow s p u t in to 
the 
church 
recently 
by 
M rs. Charles 
Crocker and Creed R aym ond, the church 
was adorned by great festoons of roses, 
sm ilax, and all th e lovely lilies for w hich 
Sacram ento is noted. 
T he w hole front cf 
th e chancel was a n et w ork of flowers and 
garlands. 
T he new ly frescoed church is rich in gold 
and carm ine—a zigzag border in carm ine 
and gold, surm ounted by a heavy border of 
olive green, upon w hich are painted all 
m an n er of rich colored flowers. 
Over each 
door an d apex of th e larger w indow s are 
crosses and crow ns in blue and gold and 
silver. 
T he chancel is a m ost perfect piece 
of artistic frescoing, the principal color be­ 
ing dam ask, w ith a border o f blue, gold, 
an a crim son. 
U pon each side of the ceil­ 
ing of th e chaucei are figures of angels to 
represent praise and 
adoration. 
T hese 
figures are th e w ork of a m aster artist. 
T aking th e church all in all it is perhaps 
th e m ost elegant and richly frescoed church 
in California. 
T h e w indow s recently put 
in by th e Pacific A rt Glass W orks are w ith­ 
o ut doubt th e finest specim ens of th eir kind 
now on th e Coast, and excel, iti th e ju d g ­ 
m ent o f the best critics, m ost of th e staiued 
glass w indow s th a t have com e from E urope. 
A t th e m orning service Mr. Von H errlich, 
th e rector, preached an eloquent extem po­ 
raneous serm on. 
H e held his vast audi­ 
ence w ith fixed look and close attention. 
H e spoke of th e grand life of C hrist, its 
power, its beauty an d its u n d y in g influence 
upon m an k in d . 
“Jesus C hrist,” said the 
speaker, “ has stood for ages th e ideal of 
m a n k in d ! T h e w orld m ust have a C hrist,” 
said th e speaker. “ If it be no t Jesus it will 
be B rahm a, Confucius or a M ahotnm ed. 
If h u m an ity look not to C hrist it will look 
to som ething! 
A nd this ideal has the 
pow er to reproduce itself in the characters 
an d lives of those w ho behold and revere 
it! ” 
A fter speaking o f th e m oral and 
spiritual influence ot one life upon another 
and presenting several graphic and pathetic 
pictures, th e speaker closed his glow ing 
serm on w ith those w o rd s: 
“ From C hrist’s 
day to this, above th e turm oil and strife o f 
w orldly iactions th is C hrist 
has been 
enthroned high above, as the sun hangs 
above a storm y sea, w ith a subtle pow er to 
sopthe end 
q u iet it 
and to have re­ 
flect'd back its ow n effulgent rad ien ce ! 
In th is ideal presence we are m ade nobler, 
stronger 
an d 
strangely u p lifte d ! 
T he 
w orld m u st have o u r Christ; w ithout H im 
life is shorn of its inspired aim and p u r­ 
pose ! ” 
A t the evening service th e church was 
packed, m any failing to gain adm ittance. 
B ishop W ingfield confirm ed eighty candi­ 
dates, perhaps th e largest n u m b er ever con­ 
firm ed in th e E piscopal C hurch a t ODe 
tim e in California. 
T h e m usic at both 
services, u n d er th e direction of M rs. P ink- 
ham . was very elaborate and excellent. 
It 
consisted of a ch o ir o f m en and boys n u m ­ 
bering about thirty-five. 
B ishop W ingfield spoke of the occasion 
as being one seldom w itnessed, and urged 
th e parish to go on in the pow er and 
strength of th e last year’6 effort, and 
praised them for the m any thousands of 
dollars they had spent on th eir elegant 
church. 
A fter th e singing of “ A ll Ila il 
the Pow er of Jesu s’ N am e,” the great con­ 
gregation left th e edifice, com m enting on 
the m em orable E aster.

E . H opper, D. D , spoke o f the resurrec­ 
tion oi C hrist as fundam ental in C hris­ 
tian ity . T he A postles regarded it thus, aud 
P au fsay s : 
“ If C hrist he not risen th en is 
ou r preaching vuíd, and o u r faith also v ain.” 
T he evidence in support of th e resurrection 
is ab u n d an t. 
F o r m any centuries previous 
a certain day had been kept as a w orship 
day. 
A fter C hrist’s resurrection th e day 
W3S changed in ho n o r of the event, an d is 
th u s observed still. 
It is unreasonable to 
suppose such a change w ithout an y basis of 
tru th . 
T o-day m iilio n so f people, th e very cream 
of tbe w orld's population, tbe v irile n a ­ 
tions w ho control business and dom inate 
th e thought aud life of the w orld, believe 
this central face of the C hristian religion. 
It is idle to talk of th e sm allness of the 
num bers of C hristian faith as com pared 
w ith the m ultitudes of Paganism . 
O ne of 
th e form er is m ore th an a thousand in the 
elem ents of pow er th at go to m old the 
w orld and shape its belief. 
A t th e base of 
all that gives suprem acy to C hristian n a­ 
tions is C hristian laith whose central tru th 
is tn e risen Christ. 
It w as the disbelievers, P agans and R o­ 
m an soldiers, w ho saw the resurrection and 
first proclaim ed it. See M atthew xxviii.. 11. 
T hey certified to th e tact not to give it 
greater currency, but to suppress tt, and 
those to w hom th e announcem ent was 
m ade aided in :he sttppre-s-on. 
T h is is all 
very sir.guiar if C hrist had no t risen. 
T hen the C hristians to whom the a n ­ 
nouncem ent. of th e resurrection was m ade 
disbelieved at first th e statem ent. 
One at 
least stubbornly held out till the m ost in ­ 
dubitable 
proofs 
com pelled 
surrender. 
T hen all ¡ ¡iued to proclaim this tru th , and 
it transform ed them into heroes as they 
wer.t everyw here, suffering all form s of 
cruelty in preaching this tru th as th e chief 
p iilsr of th eir faith. 
T hese m en were not 
superstitious, n eith er did they expect the 
resurrection. In fact they returned to th eir 
old em ploym ents, som e ot them , aud were 
only at first reluctantly called to e ri'e ru p in 
the w ork as em bassadors ot C hrist. 
T hat 
P eter and Pan! were deceivers is u n th in k ­ 
able in th e light ol th eir lofty, self-denying 
lives and teachings. 
T b e resurrection of C hrist certifies th e 
redem ption of his people. 
It is th e pledge 
oi th eir resurrection, and it assures their 
final restoration 
to 
P aradise Regained, 
brum coarse sand our grand m irrors are 
m ade, and from th e dust of ou r bodies 
shall one dav com e forth a glorious vehicle 
to be inhabited by a redeem ed soul th at in 
glory land shall sing nnto H im th at loved 
us, and shall everm ore reflect th e im age of 
th e risen L ord.

It is a restoration

It is a tase of th e exercise of 
om nipotence, an d th e pow er th a t called the 
body m to being by a word in th e first, can 
at th e last overleap all difficulties.

resurrection of Jesus is a type of o u r resur­ 
i rectien, and our body is to be lik e his.

ruptible. im m ortal. 
It is to be a body o f

T hese are tbe sublim est thoughts 
o f religion.” 
T he speaker closed w ith a 
glow ing pictnre of w hat m ig h t be som e of 
th e characteristics and attrioutes of the res­ 
urrection body.

T h e Steam ship M issouri K escueg a ll th e 
p a iin i a rk ’s P assengers. 
Copenhagen, A p ril 21st.—A 
telegram 
from Lisbon to th e U nited States Ship 
C om pany announces the safety of th e crew 
an d passengers of th e steam er D anm ark. 
T he good tidings reached Lisbon from the 
Azores, w hich stated th at every one w ho 
was on th e D anm ark is safe, and only the 
engineer injured. 
Som e of th e passengers 
arrived at Lisbon to-day, a n um ber are on 
th eir way to New Y ork, and th e rem ainder 
are still at the Azores. 
FCETHEE PABTICCLAES. 
L isbon. A pril 21st.—F orty-tw o of the 
crew of th e D anm ark have "arrived here. 
R aben, th e first officer, w ho is am ong them , 
reports th at on A pril 1th th e D anm ark's 
shaft was broken, and on th e n ext day the 
disabled steam er m et th e steam ship M is­ 
souri, from London M arch 28th for P h ila ­ 
delphia and B altim ore. 
T he 
M issouri 
tow ed th e D anm ark u n til th e 6th, w hen 
th e latter seem ed to be about to sink. 
A t 
first th e M issouri was only able to take 
aboard 20 of th e D anm ark’s passengers, 
b u t after having jettisoned a portion of her 
cargo she found accom m odation for all the 
crew and passengers of th e D anm ark. T he 
M issouri tnen proceeded to th e Azores, and 
left there the first and second officers and 
320 passengers. 
She th en continued her 
journey to P niladelpbia w ith 340 passen­ 
gers and the rem ainder of th e crew. 
T he 
Captain and three of the engineers of the 
D anm ark left th e Azores on th e 14th for 
L ondon. 
T he D anm ark was about 800 
m iles from N ew foundland w hen, the acci­ 
d ent happened. Som e say th a t the engines 
broke dow n. 
E ngineer "K aas was found 
dead in the engine-room after the accident. 
T he Captain and three engineers proceeded 
to London on board the steam er from 
D em arara.
